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A STAfyTLING REVELATION. 

That was a startling but very per¬ 
tinent observatlqn made by R. B. Ben¬ 
nett. Conservative member for Calr 
gary. In the House lof Commons at 
Ottawa yesterday: I The Canadian 
Northern Railway Company le bank¬ 
rupt. but Sir W’lniam Mackeneie and 
Sir Donald Mann, who own the road 
and control it and everything connect¬ 
ed with It. are rated as millionaires 
many times over. If the 8tatem».*nts 
m.Tde by Mr. Bennett are facts—and no 
one Inside of parliament or out.slde of 
It has denied them—Is it not a very 
remarkable thing that the Borden gov¬ 
ernment purpo.«es taking on bthalf of 
the people of Canada a junior partner¬ 
ship In a moribund bu.«»lne88 venture? 
Th’ government Is going to pledge the 
cr dl; of the country to the extent of 
forty-five million dollars, taking mnrt- 
gt g( ■ of doubtful value as security, 
while Mackenzie A Mann will not 
venture a single dollar of their per- 
ronal estates In the enterprise. Could 
thtre bo more convincing testimony of 
the fact that Ihe promoters of the 
road themselves consider It a doubtful 
proposttiOT) from a business point of 
view? It is a rather staggering thing, 
too, to have the statement made in 
public that the firm of Mackenzie A 
Mann, which was so fulsomely praised 
and nauseously eulogized by Premier 
McBride and his newspaper organs and 
supporters such a short time ago. 
should Just about the time when their 
great undertakings In the province 
were to bo completed and making 
business throb with renewed life be 
described as in a state of practical 
bankruptcy, from which It must be 
dragged by the Dominion government 
lest the credit of the country should 
suffer a demoralizing shock. 

A NATIONAL WORK. 

The subject of atl-rail connection 
between Vancouver Island and the 
mainland entered Into a discussion in 
parliament two years ago. The oc¬ 
casion was the consideration of the 
usual annual Instalment of railway 
Bubsidies, w'hich included provision 
for assistance for a line of railway 
from a point on (’’ampbell River to 
Fort George. The subsidy had been 
granted to a company previously, 
but in renewing It the Minister 
of Railways decided to confine it to no 
particular concern, but to leave It 
open to the company best able to 
finance so important a project. 

The Hon. Frjsak Oliver, ex-MInlster 
of the Interior, was Indisposed to grant 
the subsidy on the ground that It 
might interfere with the fstablishment 
of the ecmnectloh across Seymour 
Narrows. We quote Mr. Oliver's re¬ 
marks on this point: 

"This proposed road, being partially 
on the island of Vancouver and par¬ 
tially on the mainland, covers the 
bridge that is likely ultimately to bo 
built. This bridge, If ever built, as it 
Is fully expected It wilt be, is of such 
a character that It could not reason¬ 
ably be expected that any private* 
company, particularly a local company, 
could finance it. This scheme has, 
b«en talked about ever since Britt-^h, 
Columbia entered the union, and it 
seems to me it is not good policy to 
allow the ground to be covered by a 
local charter. It complicates the situ¬ 
ation and leaves the way open for the 
making of claims by the holder of the 
charter and really tends to debar oth¬ 
ers from undertaking this vast ent'^r- 
prise. The undertaking Is such that I 
think it would be very much better if 
it were undertaken as a national en¬ 
terprise.'* 

Prom these remarks It Is clear that 
Mr. Oliver believes In. the Seymour 
Narrows enterprise and looks to see It 
undertaken as a national work. He 
obvlouBly has grasped its significance, 
and we believe In that respect he 
volMs the view, of his corteasuee. 
Some time before that dlscuislon the 


late government bad obtained a report 
from H. P. Bell, which has been rgg 
produced in these coltimhs on several 
occasions. We are eertalm thersfors, 
that the Inclusion of a sum In the estl- 
nvates for a more exhaustive survey 
woQld not meet with any criticism 
from the opposition but would cordi¬ 
ally be endorsed, espcctolly by such 
nsen as the Hon. Frank Oliver, who 
thoroughly appreciates the importance 
of ihe scheme. 

The morning paper still proclaims 
itself as the sturdy champion of all- 
rail connsetton. Its attitude juA now 
unhappily suggests that It Is only In 
favor of the project aa long ns its ad¬ 
vocacy does not embarrass Its political 
friends. If it were sincere, Ir stead of 
sneakjng Into the comer and throwing 
mud at those who press for sui early 
survey. It would join In the agitation 
to induce the government to carry out 
the promise made Vwd years ago to a 
deputation of which the editor of the 
Colonist was a prominent member. 
There are Influences In the Dominion 
and elsewhere antagonistic to the prO' 
ject, and they could hope for nothing 
better than to have It thrown Into the 
political cockpit. We do not make it 
a partisan Issue by urging on appro¬ 
priation for an early survey. On the 
contrary, the enemies of the proposal 
are those who counsel and excuse 
delay. 

VOTES FOR WOMEN. 

The cause of woman suffrage has 
made no progress In* Great Britain 
chiefly because the tactics of the mill- j 
tants have Irritated and disgusted not j 
only those antagonistic to the move¬ 
ment but also those who admit the 
justice of It. This being the case, and 
admitting that some forceful moans | 
must be sought of bringing the Irre-1 
conellible males to their knees, could | 
anything more effective be thought of 
than the scheme of an American suf-' 
fraglst who knows "her brother man?*’j 
This subtle suggestion Is that the 
women shall take a solemn obligation ^ 
upon themselves to boycott courting, i 
ki.'tslng and everything associated' 
therewith until the men capitulate and 
acknowledge the Abs*oltjte equality in 
everything of the women. That is a 
much more sensible idea than thol of 
the militants, because the fact Is ob¬ 
vious that destruction of property, ns- 
.saults upon persons, shrieking at public 
meetings, hysterics an<1 arson, have 
neither tended to the elevation* of 
womankind in the esteem of mankind 
nor demonstrated the fitness of the in¬ 
cendiaries to discharge the full duties 
of citizenship. The ladles already have 
proved to the satisfaction of some of 
their members that physically they are 
the equals If not the superiors of men. 
One of them thrashed two Cleveland 
newspaper reporters, and If that Is the 
line the campaign Is likely to lake we 
are not going to dispute the point. Rut 
the thing for ths suffragists to do now 
Is to take the vow to boycott the men. 
and stick to it. If they have the will 
power to do that, they will not be very 
long without the vole—and the chances 
are they will not set a great deal of 
store by ft when they get it. 

ROYAL GOVERNORS. 

The Montreal Mall, whose Imperial¬ 
ism cannot be questioned, comes out 
frankly In opposition to the principle 
of chosing royal personages to head the 
government of this country. **We ad¬ 
vance this view." says the Mail. ''In 
the Interest of the Institution Itself 
(royalty) and of the preservation of 
the Imperial tie." It po*nts out that 
Canadians are not versed In the para¬ 
phernalia and etiquette of royal or 
vice-regal establishments, and that 
their habit of mind Is against the par¬ 
ade and ceremony that make up the j 
essentials of a royal show. In the 
Mother Country such state ceremonial 
1 h looked upon with approval as a mat¬ 
ter of usage, custom and general ac¬ 
ceptance. To argue that the time has 
come when Carrada, In the general In¬ 
terest of the e<llflce of British civili¬ 
zation. should accept this transplanted 
Idea Is vain. The Mull then goes on to 
say: 

"Acquired tastes are very often more 
liurtful than beneficial, though they 
may seize upon some with violence. In 
practice, It cannot be claimed that 
etiquette surrounding royalty has 
popularized itself In Canada. It Is not 
understood; It has been violated, and It 
has robbed more than one state visit 
of satisfactory results, and has left an 
aftermath of^iiilcal gossip and heart¬ 
burning. All this Is said, and may be 
repeated In greater detail, without In¬ 
veighing against the personal charac¬ 
teristics of the genial and popular 
gentleman now at Rldeau Hall and 
his stately Duchess. Similarly, such a 
frank utterance being give^ place in 
our columns. Involves no disrespect to 
a crowned head In its proi>er atmos¬ 
phere where tradition and custom up¬ 
hold the sceptre and the palace. But 
royalty. exerclsinE If* functions in Can¬ 
ada, Is an anomaly.** 

Wo have not the slightest doubt that 
the Mail is saying precisely what the 
majority of the Canadian people think. 
The arlstooratlo London Post, in dis¬ 
cussing the selection of the Prince of 
Teck to* succeed the Duke of Con¬ 
naught, hinted that Canada had now 
taken up the royal tradition, and that 


she was ready for the adoption of the 
social embellishments which are asso¬ 
ciated with royalty, meaning, no doubt 
a hereditary aristocracy, caste distinc¬ 
tions and eo forth. This ie a mistaken 
Idea. The tradition and acceesorles to 
which the Post refers will not thrive 
in Canadian soil, Australian soH, New 
Zealand soil, or in the solt of any of 
the self-governing dominions. These 
countries are attached to the throne, 
not becaiise it represents a tradition or 
is the centre of a high social state, but 
because it is an institution which 
stands for certain vital principles. 

RECKLESSNESS AND WASTE. 

Had Colonel Sam. Hughes exercised 
even average discretion In his military 
expenditure progress on Victoria’s new 
rifle "range would not now be at a 
standstill. In less than three years the 
department over which he presides has 
e^epended 143.000.000. In return the 
country got among other things a num¬ 
ber of drill h^s built for the most 
places In districts where they would be 
polillcaJly effective. Anmng the con¬ 
tracts handed out was one for a 130,000 
building at Beauport, Quebec, with a 
population of 8.640; one for a $80,000 
drill hall at Red Deer, Alto., with a 
poptilatlon of 2,118; one for an $11,800 
drill hall at Kemptville, Ont., with a 
population of 1.192: and one for an 
$11,000 drill hall for Millbrook, Ont. 
with a population of 793. These are 
some samples from over fifty drill halls 
which Col. Hughes has sprinkled over 
the country. 

Then there wRW that expensive Jaunt 
to Europe, while all sorts of quack 
Ideas have entered Into the expendi¬ 
ture by this department, which is now 
more than double the amount spent by 
the minister’s predecessor. The result 
of this orgy of extravagance is that 
an outcry has risen throughout the east 
and the cabinet has been compelled to 
take Colonel Hughes’s estimates in 
hand. 

As a matter of fact, much of our out¬ 
lay on the militia service Is being ex- 
pende<l at points where It Is not needed 
and probably never will be needed. If 
military necessity and not pfilltloal ex- 
petllency were the basis of the depart- j 
mem’s policy. British Columbia wouM 
receive a very substantia! portion of 
tl»e total budget. This province Is 
Canada’s most vulnerable point, for It 
l.s absurd to cemsider the United States 
I In any other light than that of a frtewl | 
through thick and thin. Therefore, In- i 
stead of squandering millions In local¬ 
ities where little Is required in this re¬ 
spect the department shntild apply the 
money, or a large proportUm of it, to 
strengthening the defences of this 
coast and affording every possible en¬ 
couragement to the local militia 
service.

These bricks, beyond doubt, wore 
made with stubbie pulled up b}' the 
roots and carrying with It reeds and 
weeds. Manifestly here, for some rea¬ 
son, the builders ran out of straw 
and pulled up stubble and used that, 
and after that they made the last 
bricks without straw. Did not Pha¬ 
raoh say to the Israelites; ”Go 
get you straw where ye can find it?*’ 

This completed Naville’s great dis¬ 
covery. but since that time the tomb¬ 
stone of a priest In the temple here 
has been found and he Is described 
as a priest of the district of Succoth. 
8o U was In the land of Buccoth where 
all this took place, as the Bible Indi¬ 
cates. And so the most Jram&tic dis¬ 
covery In Bible history.

In an endeavor to Introduce goat- 
ralslng Into this provln4e where there 
Is much territory on which no other 
animal can be su coeesf uUy ratted, a 
petition asking asetstaooe has been 
prepared and Is to be sent to the de¬ 
partment. of agriculture of the Domin¬ 
ion government. It is proposed that 
the department purchase a number of 
well-bred animals and supply stock 
for teeedlng purposes to fanners who 
can be Induced to take up the Industry. 

W. a. H. Ellison Is very much tn- 
tereeted In the subject and baa pre¬ 
pared the petition, one c*>py of which 
will be in the Timas offlee for the next 
few weeks where persons who perceive 
the opening will be able to afflx their 
signatures. 

"The goat Is the oldest animal la the 
hUtory of pastoral farming," stated 
Mr. Ellison In an Interview with the 
Times to-day: "It ig- aald to bs ths 
first animal that mbn reduoed and 
tamed from its wild state hi the, 
mountains of Asia to become the quiet 
farm animal of the valley. Bwltser- 
land and France, not to mention manyj 
Asiatic countries, would not be thej 
farming and pastoral countries they arrj 
to-day If It were not for the well-tend-1 
sd and valued herds of milk goats that) 
produce the famous cheeses, which as 
Imported to-day are sold at a dollar a 
pound in ths grocery stores of Canada 
and the United State#. 

"The Bible tells us from many In¬ 
stances that the goat was In the old 
ages and classical times the one animal 
on which the-farmer prided himself and 
was used much In sacrifice. Both Its 
milk and flesh were considered of more^ 
value than those of any other animat" 

"To what do you ascribe this olrcurh- 
stance," Mr. EUUson was asked. 

"Perhaps It was the hardihood of 
these animals and their healthy ooodl-< 
tlott that saved them from dlseasea 
that made the old fathers take kindly 
to the goat." be replied. "Certain It is 
that wherever man has gone either In 
tropical, cold, dry. or wet countries the 
goat haa always followed. Canada 
alone appears to. have been negleotful 
of these animals, and Brltlah Columbia. 
tSio natural home of the goat, appears 
to have neglected It altogether. 

*3ut the time has now oorae when 
the small and eooaomSo farm, the flvs- 
aore lot, Is becoming the choice of the 
public, and the goat Is going to come 
to the fore. The people Who have 
smalt ranches and can soaroely afford 
to keep a oow for fresh milk find that 
the goat Is more than a substitute, and 
I will also prove a great economy. Goat's 
milk Is the strongest and lightest 
nutrient food known, and In the ease 
of fragile children or all kinds of 
stomach troubles Is highly recommend- ^ 
ed by medical men." 

"Do you think the Industry will pay I 
as well here as In the old woridT" ask¬ 
ed the reporter.
